MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  Newbiggin- by- Sea  Urban  District  Council, 

Madam  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  report  of  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  and  that  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector  for  the  year  1968, 

The  first  event  of  which  mention  must  he  made  was  the  retirement  on 
31st  March  of  Dr.  McGregor,  after  25  years  of  dedicated  service  to  the  local 
community  as  its  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  Dr.  McGregor  knew  her  area  and 
her  people  intimately  with  their  many  and  varied  problems,  and  the  respect  in 
which  she  was  held  by  her  colleagues  in  the  public  health  field  wcjn  shown  in 
a  presentation  to  her  on  her  final  day  in  harness. 

The  population  figure  increased  slightly  during  1968  to  9  >960.  The 
number  of  births  fell  from  163  in  the  previous  year,  to  137  >  giving  a  fall  in 
the  birth  rate  from  I6.4  to  13*8  per  1,000  of  the  population  compared  with  a 
national  rate  of  16.9#  There  was  also  a  fall  in  the  still-birth  rate,  from 
18  to  14  per  1,000  of  the  total  live  and  still  births. 

The  number  of  deaths  increased  from  10 3  in  1967>  to  120  in  the  year  under 
review,  giving  a  rise  in  the  death  rate  from  10. 4  to  12  which  was  slightly  higher 
than  the  national  figure  of  11*9.  The  number  of  deaths  from  diseases  of  the 
heart  and  circulation  was  60  (half  of  the  total  deaths),  end  there  was  an  increase 
in  deaths  due  to  malignant  neoplasms  -  from  19  in  1967 >  to  23  in  1968.  The 
death  rate  for  malignant  neoplasms  of  the  lung  and  bronchia  increased  from  0.202 
per  1,000  of  the  population,  to  0.602  in  1968  compared  with  the  national  figure 

of  0.595. 

Almost  70$  of  the  total  deaths  occurred  in  men  and  women  who  were  over 
65  years  of  age,  but  it  is  sad  to  note  that  two  boys  aged  5  years  and  20  years 
respectively,  died  a.s  the  result  of  motor  vehicle  accidents.  Five  inf. ants  died 
before  they  had  reached  the  age  of  one  year,  giving  an  infantile  mortality  rate 
of  36  per  1,000  live  births,  compared  with  the  national  figure  of  18.  A  happier 
report  can  be  given  with  regard  to  tuberculosis  -  no  death  occurred  from  any  form 
of  this  disease. 

The  year  under  review  was  singularly  free  from  infectious  disease  in  Newbiggin. 
Three  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  notified,  but  none  of  these  had  been  immunised 
against  this  infection  previously.  One  case  of  dysentery  occurred  in  a  pre¬ 
school  child,  and  the  source  of  infection  could  not  be  ascertained.  The 
household  was  visited,  advice  was  given  with  regard  to  prevention  of  spread  of 
the  infection  and  no  further  cases  occurred. 

Eighteen  cases  of  measles  occurred  during  the  year,  in  comparison  with 
250  in  1967*  One  would  expect  the  current  year  to  be  the  biennial  epidemic  year 
for  measles  in  Newbiggin,  and  it  will  be  interesting  to  note  the  effect  of  the 
measles  vaccination  campaign  on  the.  number  of  caaos  notified  in  1969.  The 
campaign  for  the  vaccination  of  susceptible  children  came  into  operation  in  May 
1968.  The  number  of  Newbiggin  children  who  were  immunised  against  this  disease 
is  not  available,  but  IO96  children  were  vaccinated  in  the  Central  Area  of 
Northumberland  during  the  year. 

Two  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified  in  the  year  under  review  -  one 
pulmonary,  and  one  non- pulmonary  cane. 


Over  the  past  seventeen  years  it  has  been  possible  to  observe  much  change 
and  progress  in  North  Seaton  Colliery*  Previous  to  1951 »  open  drains  could 
be  seen  running  down  the  lanes  outside  the  doors  of  the  rows  of  colliery  houses. 
These  houses  had  no  internal  water  supply  or  wash-up  sinks  and  water  had  to  be 
collected  from  standpipes  in  the  streets.  The  privy  middens  were  on  the  opposite 
side  of  the  road. 

In  1951  work  began  on  the  privy  conversion  and  water  supply  schemes  in 
North  Seaton  Colliery,  and  it  was  completed  by  1955 >  marking  a  great  improvement 
in  the  amenities  for  the  housewives  and  in  the  living  conditions  of  the  people 
there.  When  the  sewerage  sbheme  was  completed,  327  privy  middens  had  been 
abolished  and  an  equal  number  of  water  closets  had  been  provided  in  their  place, 
with  wash-up  sinks  and  running  water  in  all  the  houses. 

Thirteen  years  later,  in  1966,  a  decision  was  taken  by  the  Council  to  clear 
North  Seaton  Colliery  and  to  make  the  site  available  for  industrial  development. 

This  large  undertaking  involved  the  rehousing  of  some  318  families,  and  work  on 
the  project  began  in  1968,  The  first  houses  were  occupied  on  the  new  housing 
estate,  adjacent  to  North  Seaton  Village,  in  August  and  by  the  end  of  the  year 
66  families  had  been  moved  from  the  Colliery. 

The  old  colliery  houses,  although  past  their  useful  life  and  lacking  in 
standard  amenities,  were  kept  in  good  decorative  order  and  were  made  warm  and 
comfortable.  Infact,  many  of  the  older  inhabitants  were  not  anxious  to  move 
from  the  Colliery,  but  once  they  had  settled  in  their  modern  houses,  with  central 
heating,  a  bath,  internal  sanitation  etc.,  they  were  very  appreciative.  One 
can  only  imagine  what  it  must  mean  to  housewives  and  their  families  to  be  moving 
into  new  houses  providing  all  the  necessary  facilities  to  make  life  happier  and 
healthful. 

Finally  I  should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  work  of  the  Health 
Department  Clerk,  who  coped  so  efficiently  with  the  challenge  of  extra  work  and 
responsibility,  of  the  helpful  co-operation  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector  and 
other  Council  Officials,  and  of  the  continuing  support  of  the  members  of  the  Council 
during  the  year.

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FO.R  THE  AREA 
Ambulance  Facilicites. 

These  are  provided  by  Nortjmmberland  County  Council  ambulances  based  on  the 
Station  at  West  View,  Ashington,  where  16  drivers  are  Employed,  working  three 
eight-hour  shifts,  maintaining  a  24-hour  service. 

All  ambulances  are  fitted  with  radio  and  can  be  controlled  from  a  central 
Control  at  Wideopen. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Services. 

Northumberland  County  Council  is  the  authority  responsible  for  these  services 
and  clinics  are  held  at  Jubilee  Terraco,  Newbiggin  and  at  18,  High  Double  Row, 
North  Seaton  Colliery.

The  serrices  include  child  welfare  sessions,  ante-natal,  post-natal  and 
cervical  cytology  clinics  and  chiropody  sessions.  The  latter  are  greatly 
appreciated  by  the  pensioners  of  the  town.  Relaxation  and  mothercraft  sessions 
are  held  weekly.  Sessions  are  held  periodically,  to  carry  out  hearing  tests  on 
infants,  over  six  months  old# 

The  Mothers’  Club  associated  with  the  child  welfare  clinic  holds  a-  playgroup 
for  pre-school  children  on  Wednesday  afternoons.

IMMUNISATION . 

The  record  of  immunisations  completed  is  not,  now,  available  for  Newbiggin, 
alone,  but  refers  to  the  whole  of  the  Central  Area  of  the  County, 

In  the  Central  Area  in  1968,  760  children  completed  a  primary  course  of 
triple  antigen,  while  a  further  86  completed  a  course  of  diphtheria/tetanus  injections. 

In  addition,  196  older  children,  not  protected  in  infancy  against  tetanus, 
received  a  primary  course  of  treatment  with  tetanus  vaccine  alone. 

Re-inforcing  injections  against  diphtheria  were  given  to  2,176  children, 
against  whooping  cough  to  879  children  and  against  tetanus  to  2,087  children.

Pat or  Supply . 

Tynemouth  Water  Corporation  is  the  Water  Undertaker  to  the  area,  and  the  water 
as  always,  during  the  year  was  excellent  in  both  quantity  and  quality.  Average 
consumption  was  27  gallons  per  head  per  day.  All  houses  are  supplied  by  public 
mains  and  virtually  lOOp  have  the  water  piped  directly  into  the  house.  The  only 
complaints  recieved  during  the  year  was  some  discolouration  of  the  \mter  due  to 
mains  cleaning.

Twice)  weekly  collections  are  still  made  to  all  houses  excepting  the  new  North 
Seaton  estates.  The  tip  at  Nc-wbiggin  was  in  a  constant  state  of  flood  for  many 
months,  and  the  wagons  were  forced  to  uso  an  alternative  route  duo  to  the  failure 
of  the  National  Coal  Boards  scheme  to  use  the  water  at  a  nearby  washery.  Several 
acres  of  farm  land  were  flooded,  and  the  alternative  now  is  to  drive  a  drain 
from  the  Blue  Holes  to  the  drainage  system  which  work  it  is  hoped  to  start  during 

1969. 


Public  Conveniences . 

As  is  now  usual  the  Public  Conveniences  have  come  in  for  their  fair  share  of 
nuisance  and  vandalism.  Apart  from  the  usual  defacement  of  paint  and  wood  work 
and  the  aftermath  of  the  quite  astonishing  personal  habits  of  some  people,  one 
calls  to  mind  the  destruction  of  a  fixed  light  in  one  toilet  made  of  virtually 
indistructable  glass  blocks  which  was  systematically  broken.  One  can  only  reflect 
with  amazement  of  the  tenacity  shown  by  this  and  also  at  the  I.Q.  of  the  persons 
involved,  the  word  intelligence  being  a  euphemis  m  in  this  particular  context.

This  is  a  summary  of  the  annual  return  to  the 
Fisheries  and  Food  showing  that  this  year  the  full  time  Rodent  Operator  has  been 
replaced  by  a  contract  system  with  the  firm, of  Rentokil  Limited,  who  work  to  a 
fixed  price  contract  and  deal  with  complaints  on  a  24  hour  basis,  Whilst  it  is 
very  early  days  yet,  the  system  appears  to  bo  working  quite  well.  One  result  of 
contract  is  that  now  instead  of  using  Warfarin  in  the  sewerage  system,  Fluorokil 
is  used,  this  being  one  of  bho  fluorine  compounds °9  it  would  appear  from  first 
observations  that  the  lei 11  is  greatly  enhanced  by  the  uso  of  this  compound.

Due  to  the  vast  increase  in  water  at  the  Blue  Holes  treatment  proved  very 
difficult,  as  the  crystals  of  Paradi chlorobenzene  used  have  to  be  scattered  over 
the  surface  of  the  water  and  loft  to  dissolve.  Short  of  launching  a  boat,  the 
only  other  way  was  to  throw  packets  of  these  crystals  wrapped  in  gauze  into  the 
water,  the  throwing  arm  of  the  department  being  much  more  severley  tested  than 
its  ingenuity.  Few  complaints  were  recoiled,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  drainage 
scheme  mentioned  beforehand  will  obviate  the  problem  to  a  great  extent  next  year.

Tho  recurring  drainage  problem  at  this  site  was  again  the  source  of  most 
complaints ,  but  a  contract  has  been  lot  to  start  work  early  next  year  on  an  upward 
flow  sedimentation  tank  giving  an  effluent  reading  of  100  p.p.m.  to  be  discharged 
direct  to  the  River  Wnnsbcck,  with  the  inclusion  in  this  system  of  the  original 
septic  tank  on  the  site,  all  drainage  trill  then  be  passed  through  the  upward 
flow  process,  and  should  load  to  a  better  safeguard  to  public  health  on  the  site.
